Consolidation Will Become 
Effective Early* in 
July. 



As the result of plans which have 
been under consideration for several 
days, and which were finally brought 
to a head here Wednesday, two of the 
best-known financial institutions in 
the city, the Deposit Bank of Paris, 
and the Peoples' Bank, will be merged 
into one institution, the consolidation 
effective early in July. 

vas effected at a 
of the directors of both 
bank, when all the details were work- 
ed out. 

The Deposit Bank is the oldest 
bank in Bourbon County, having been 
originally organized in 1851, and has 
long been one of the most popular and 
prosperous banks of the city. Its last 
statement showed deposits of $407,- 
000, and loans of $470,000, while the 
last statement of the People's Bank, 
which began business in September, 
1912 showed deposits of $140,000, and 
loans of $200,000. The combined cap- 
ital will be $150,000; deposits, $550,- 
000; loans, $700,000; assets, $850,000. 
The Peoples' Bank has had a business 
existence of about twenty months. 

Under the terms of the merger the 
Peoples' Bank will be liquidated and 
all its assets and business merged 
into the Deposit Bank and the stock- 
holders of the Peoples' Bank will be 
Kiven an equal amount of stock in the 
combined bank by paying enough to 
equalize the stock value. 

Mr. Silas Bedford, the present 
cashier of the Peoples' Bank, will be 
the president of the new bank and 
Mr. Clarence Thomas, cashier of the 
Deposit Bank, will be the cashier of 
the combined bank. Both of these 
gentlemen have had large experience 
in the banking business, Mr. Bedford 
having been for many years cashier 
of the Bourbon Bank before the Peo- 
ples' Bank was organized, and Mr. 
Thomas having been connected with 
the Deposit Bank for some fifteen 
years or more-, a large part 6f the 
time as cashier. Both have the en- 
tire confidence of the community.

— The tobacco is about all trans- 
planted in Bourbon County and some 
of it look well, though rain is needed 
to give the young plants a good start. 
A large acreage will be cultivated in 
the county, and large returns are an- 
ticipated, especially if fertilizers are 
judiciously used. Cut worms are said 
to be doing some damage. 

—Fat cattle are in excellent condi- 
tion and are taking on flesh well. 
They are standing the hot weather 
fine and will be in good shape when 
the market opens, which will be the 
latter part of the month. There has 
been a few cattle sold at prices rang- 
ing from 7% to 8 cents, but from 
talks with cattlemen they believe that 
the price will advance considerably 
over that figure. These fat cattle 
begin to move steadily in July, Au- 
gust, September and October.

As the girl passes the age of twelve 
years, dressing her , becomes a prob- 
lem.

Dark Blue Foulard Dress With New 
Paquin Skirt 

Sashes are worn with these waists, 
which tie at a low line in the black, 
causing or adding to the bustle effect 
which was also a part of the fashions 
when these waists were worn before. 

The skirts of these dresses are 
mostly made with thelong tunic, I 
though some are made with a series 
of ruffles from hem to waistline. 

The long tunics are being made in I 
sheer and thin materials and are even j 
more charming than in the heavier 
materials. A dress of cerise crepe 
with a ratine stripe is made with a 
long tunic over a narrow underskirt 
of the same material. The waist is 
made with a surplice front having a 
shawl collar. A chemisette of folded 
chiffon in creamy white is worn. At 
the back of the waist hanging from 
the shoulders to below the waist line 
is a circular cape. 

With this was worn a charming 
fiat Louis XIV hat of leghorn, well 
tilted up at the back, and upheld by a 
bandeau of small flowers. A sparce 
wreath of these same flowers (daisies, 
roses and forget-me-nots) circles the 
top, across which a black velvet rib- 
bon extends, tying behind under the 
bandeau of flowers and falling well 
onto the hair beneath. 

Likewise for afternoon and evening 
wear, planned to wear with this same 
leghorn hat, was a sheer organdy 
frock, bounced and picot edged. The 
three flounces were narrower both in 
depth and width as they descended. 
This gave a wide hip and narrow foot- 
line silhouette. 

There are always occasions when 
trips to town or week-ends in the 
country are suddenly planned, and if 
one's clothes are not in condition for 
such a contingency the pleasurable 
trip is spoiled. For such an occasion 
a silk dress; light in weight and styl- 
ishly made is appreciated. It does 
not have to be laundered, its simple 
cut fits it for all surts of informal 
affairs, while more dressy materials 
will allow of its being used for the 
more formal occasions.

The lower section 
of the long Dutch tunic skirts are ac- 
cordion pleated, and sometimes the 
tunic itself with a pain lower section. 
A charming blouse is made of accor- 
dion pleated chiffon, which is set on 
to a yoke which is in one with the 
sleeves. 

Many thin frocks are made with a 
hem of heavier material. A red voile 
had a hem of natural colored linen. 
A dress of embroidery flouncing had a 
wide fold of pink silk set under the 
scalloped edge of the skirt hem, there- 
by adding to the charm as well as to 
the durability of the frock, for a hem 
is usually of material stronger than 
that with which it is combined. 

Sashes are seen on many of the 
summer models. They are often 
straight pieces of ribbon passed 
around the waist and tied into a loose 
bow much in the same manner as the 
sashes of a child's apron. To keep 
up with this popularity the ribbons 
are much more elaborate than they 
were, and are a reminder of what our 
grandmothers wore in thier girlhood, 
flowered and brocaded, in which satin 
and velvet designs are intermingled 
with moire effects.

WINCHESTER MAN SUES PARIS 
SEED DEALER FOR $5,000. 



R. P. Scobee, of Winchester, filed 
suit Tuesday in the Clark Circuit 
Court against Ford Brent, of Paris, to 
recover $5,000 which he alleges he 
piad over to Mr. Brent on a 
wager concerning the price of blue- 
grass seed. Mr. Scobee sets out that 
in the spring and summer of 1911, 
he and Mr. Brent entered into a 
■wager or bet, in the form of contracts, 
by which the plaintiff was to sell a 
large quantity of bluegrass seed to 
Brejit for August delivery. He sets 
out that it was not expected by either 
that the seed was to be delivered, 
but the wager should be settled by 
the payment of money, the difference 
between the price Mentioned in the 
wager or purported contract, and the 
market price on August 1, 1911, in 
case the price went higher, Scobee to 
pay Brent the difference, and in case 
tt went lower, Brent to pay Scobee 
the difference. 

The price of grass seed rapidly ad- 
vanced, Scobee claiming that Brent, 
at the time of the wager, had enter- 
ed into an illegal combine with R. B. , 

Hutchcraft and others to control the Ben Dowftey and Doug. Tlionias 
price of the seed, and Scobee, in set- 
tlement, paid Brent the sum of $5,000 
id gave his promissory note 
$6,000, which $11,000 constituted 
difference in the market price and 
the price named in the alleged wager. 

Scobee avers the money was paid 
on a wager and the purported con- 
tract is void under the law. He says 
Brent knew no seed was to be deliv- 
ered by him, and at the time of the 
purported contract Brent and his as- 
sociates had practically full control of 
the bluegrass seed market. 

The note for $6,000 mentioned in his 
petition by Mr. Scobee has been pur- 
chased by a Paris Bank, and suit has 
been brought against Mr. Scobee to 
the amount of it.

Be it Ordained by the Board 
Council of the City of Paris: 

Section 1. Main Street in the City 
of Paris, Kentucky, from south side 
of Tenth Street to north side of 
Bank Row, is hereby ordered 
improved by the removal of 
the present wearing surface thereon 
and by the construction of wood, 
block, or vitrified brick or bitulithic 
paving upon the present concrete 
foundation. Said improvement, if bi- 
tulithic paving is used shall be made 
in accordance with the specifications 
hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. The said improvement 
shall be done at the exclusive cost of 
the City of Paris, and shall be paid for 
in cash upon completion and accept- 
ance of the work. 

Section 3.. Said improvement shall 
be done in accordance with the follow- 
ing specifications: 

SPECIFICATIONS: 

The present wearing surface shall 
be removed from the present con- 
crete foundation, and all material so 
removed shall be deposited by the 
contractor at the city quarry or at any 
other points which may be selected 
by the Mayor, such points, however, 
to be no further distance from the 
point of removal than the city quarry. 

Upon the present concrete founda- 
tion shall then be laid the following 
wearing surface: 

Such wearing surface shall be com- 
posed of hard crushed stone, sand and 
bituminous cement, and shall have 
the thickness, when compressed, of 
two inches. 

In preparing the mineral aggregate 
for the above wearing surface the fol- 
lowing method and apparatus shall be 
used: 

The several grades and sizes of 
mineral aggregate shall be accurately 
measured in proportions previously 
determined by labaratory tests to 
give the best results, that is, the most 
dense mixture of mineral aggregate 
and one having inherent stability, 
heated in a rotary mechanical heater, 
so designated as to keep each batch 
by itself until heated and then pass 
into a rotary mixer; or the varying 
sizes of stone approximately propor 
tioned shall be fed into an elevator 
terminating and discharging into a ro- 
tary dryer, and, after heating, the 
stone shall be elevated and passed 
through a rotary screen having sec- 
tions with various size openings. The 
minimum screen opening shall be a 
one-tenth inch, and the maximum 
shall not be greater than one and one- 
half inch. The difference in the width 
of openings in successive sections 
shall not exceed one-fourth inch in 
sections having openings smaller than 
one-half inch, and shall not exceed 
one half inch in sections having open- 
ings greater than one-half inch. The 
several sizes of stone thus separated 
by the screen sections shall pass into 
a bin containing sections or compart- 
ments corresponding to the screen 
sections. From these compartments 
the stone shall be drawn into a weigh 
box resting on a multi-beam scale The 
several sizes of mineral aggregate, af- 
ter being separately weighed and 
measured as above, /hall be dropped 
into a twin pug or other approved 
form or mixer. In the mixer bitu- 
lithic cement shall be added in suffici- 
ent quantity to coat all particles and 
fill such voids as remain unfilled by 
the proportionment of the mineral ag- 
gregate. The aggregate shall be so 
proportioned as to secure in the ag- 
gregate inherent stability, density 
freedom from voids and resistance to 
displacement, and a mixture which 
when combined with the bitulithic ce- 
ment and compacted together will 
form a bituminous street pavement 
structure containing mixed mineral in- 
gredients of such grades as will give 
the structure inherent stability, and 
one in which the largest and smallest 
piece are associated with each other 
indiscriminately throughout the 
structure, and in which the plastic bi- 
tuminous compositon permeates the i 
entire mass, uniting the various sized 
particles thereof; filling the voids and 
forming the wearing surface. If the 
crushed stone does not contain 
finely divided particles to fill the 
small voids in the aggregate, the de- 
ficiency of these finely divided parti- 
cles shall be made up by the addition 
of sand or other suitable fine mineral 
matter. 

The mineral aggregate shall be 
heated and mixed with a bitulithic 
cement at a temperature consistent 
with good workmanship. The whole 
mixture shall be hot enough when 
reaching the street to be capable of 
being spread and raked without dif- 
ficulty, and not so hot as to injure the 
bitulithic cement. 

There shall be spread over the bi- 
tulithic surface mixture a seal coat, 
using per square yard of bitulithic 
pavement approximately one-fourth 
gallon of bitulithic cement, into which 
shall be incorporated approxinately 
twenty-five pounds of mineral aggre- 
gate not larger than one-quarter inch 
diameter. After spreading the seal 
coat, it shall be thoroughly rolled in- 
to the bitulithic surface mixture. 

Each layer of the work shall be 
kept as free as possible from dirt, so 
that it will unite with the succeeding 
layer. 

The bituminous composition or ce- 
ment shall in each case be free from 
water, and shall be especially refin- 
ed to remove volatile and other mat- 
ter susceptible to atmospheric influ- 
ences. 

Section 4. The contractor will be 
required to execute bond with surety 
to be approved by the Mayor in the 
penal sum of twenty per cent, of the 
amount of the contract price for said 
work, guaranteeing said work against 
defective workmanship and material, 
for a period of five years from the 
date of the completion and accept- 
ance of said work, and agreeing to re- 
pair and replace any defects appear- 



ing in said street during said period 
because of any deafective work- 
manship or material. 

The contractor will also be required 
to execute bond to the city with su- i 
rety to be approved by the Mayor, ' 
agreeing to protect and indemnify the i 
city against and from any loss or dam- 
age which it may sustain because of j 
any negligence on the part of the con- 
tractor. 

Section 5. Should it be necessary | 
to repair or replace any part of the | 
present concrete foundation, then the 
contractor shall be allowed the actual

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CROP REPORT JUNE I, 1914. 

' Ttie month of May was an unusual- 
ly dry one in Kentucky. The crop re- 
ports coming to this office as of June 
fat, show that there was practically 
uo rainfall in Kentucky from May 8th 
to June 1st. Almost every report 
speaks of the drouth, but the damage 
»ip to June 1st has not been serious. 
Since this time copious rains have 
fallen in many parts of the State. The 
best rains have occurred in the cen- 
tral and eastern portions of the State, 
showers over limited areas have oc- 
curred in the western sections. 

\Vbeat cutting has begun in the 
southern portion of the State, and the 
indications are that we will have a 
record-breaking crop in Kentucky, 
c ondition is given at 96 per cent, at 
the beginning of the harvest, and it is 
now too late for weather conditions 
:o prevent the maturing of a large 
vield of wheat of splendid quality. 
The crop has but one damger to run 
now, and that is. an excessive rain- 
fall while in the shock. Rye has held 
its own and the condition is given at 
»3 per cent. This crop is practically 
made. Another crop that is made 
and ready for harvest is the Bluegrass 
,^ed crop, which will be large and of 
aood Quality. Condition of Bluegrass 
;^ given at 96 per cent. 

Tbe corn acreage is given at 96 per 
cent., while the condition is stated at 
per cent. The drouth to a certain 
extent has affected both the planting 
of the corn and the condition of that 
planted. The damage to corn, how- 
ever, is probably not very great, as 
the rains that have fallen since the 
first of June will remedy much of the 
trouble indicated by the reports. 
Oats, however, with an acreage of 89 
per cent, has suffered materially in 
condition, the latter dropping to 74 
per cent. A rain would help the oats 
crop some, but this can not possibly 
> e a heavy crop this year. 

Tobacco beds have suffered in a 
Treasure from the drouth. Lack of 
moisture has prevented the trans- 
planting of plants at the proper time, 
and there are complaints of the plants 
-etting too large for transplanting. 
1 is damage, however, can not be 
considered as very serious. Condi- 
tion of Burlev tobacco is given at 86 
per cent., and" that of dark tobacco 81 
per cent. Cut worms are doing con- 
siderable damage to both corn and 
tobacco. 

Alfalfa and orchard grass are both 
given at 86 per cent., and have not 
suffered as much from the drouth as 
young clover and timothy, which show 
a condition of 74 per cent. Garden 
conditions are given at 80 per cent. 
The prospect* for a large furit crop 
good, but the strawberry crop 
cut to about 60 per cent, of a 
as the result of the dry condi- 
tions at maturity. Indications are for 
a large blackberry crop, this being 
given at 96 per cent; grapes at 87; 
apples 78; peaches 84; pears <2, and 
plums 78 per cent. 

All live stock is in good condition, 
comparatively speaking, with lambs 
beginning to show the effect of short 
pastures. Condition of horses is giv- 
en at 95 per cent; cattle 94; hogs 91; 
and sheep and lambs at 90. Young 
turkevs have suffered from the heat, 
and their condition is given at 82 per 
cent; ducks at 90 and chickens at 95. 

The hay crop has been cut down 
-ome by lack of moisture. 

Taken as a whole, the wheat, hay 
and bluegrass seed crops are assured. 
White the corn and tobacco crops are 
not injured to an irreparable extent. 
Reasonable weather can yet make this 
year a prosperous one to the farmers 
in Kentucky.
